In June, 1950, the Graduate Program was in¬ 
augurated at East Tennessee State College. Of 
the total 213 MASTER OF ARTS degrees that 
have been earned, 135 have presented theses as 
part of the requirement for the degree. Over a 
thousand students have availed themselves of the 
opportunity to take advanced work. A Graduate 
Council consisting of eighteen faculty members 
and administrators, including a director who is 
responsible to the council for the direction of the 
program, and administers the program. The five 
areas in which masters degrees are awarded are 
education, biology, chemistry, history, and Eng¬ 
lish, with minors in thirteen different fields. The 
Graduate School primarily serves students from 
East Tennessee and Southwest Virginia regions, 
although there have been a number in attendance 
from other states.

Coach Julian Crocker’s 1957 cindermen made a commend¬ 
able impression on area track enthusiasts by (1) chalking up 
four wins and a tie as opposed to only two losses in regular com¬ 
petition; (2) producing one of the nation’s top sprinters in swift 
Ollan Cassell. 

State opened the season by whipping two of their first three 
opponents. Roanoke College put the brakes on the Bucs 81-41. 
The loss was sandwiched between a 78-53 win over Maryville 
College and a crushing 85 % -40 % victory over Mars Hill. 

E.T.S.C. and Furman were involved in a rarity in track, a tic 
65 V 2 -65 Vi in the next meet. It was in this meet that Ollan Cas¬ 
sell began grabbing attention when he dashed 100 yards in 9.7. 

It was in his next meet that Cassell really showed his wares 
by running off and leaving a much-surprised A1 Carter and some 
other University of Tennessee sprinters in a fabulous 9.52 in the 
100-yard dash. Cassell also copped the 220-yard dash, but State 
lost the meet 84-47. 

Cassell made national news with a victory at 9.5 the next week 
in spearheading a 62-60 win over T.P.I. 

Emory University of Georgia was trampled by the Bucs one 
week later, 91 % - 39 % ? in a meet which saw the Norton, Vir¬ 
ginia comet, Cassell, win the 100-yard dash in 9.9 seconds. 

Then came the historic Tennessee Inter-Collegiate Athletic 
Conference meet in which E.T.S.C. placed fifth. 

Ken Osborne won the mile in 4.24.8, but the real news was 
the sensational Ollan Cassell’s near record 9.4 dart in the 100- 
yard dash. Cassell’s mark was just 1/10 of a second off the 
world’s record. 

In the 220-yard dash, Cassell staged another near-miss with a 
tremendous 21.1. The mark was 1/10 of a second off the world’s 
record also. 

In the Ohio Valley Conference track meet the following week 
Cassell trotted 9.7 to take first place honors. State finished 
fourth in the meet.
